Poison Ivy Pointers 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
THE SEASON for poison ivy 
and poison oak is here again and 
th# woodsman, or th# plucker of 
wild flowers, or even th# golfer 
whose ball happens by an unfor­ 
tunate accident se get into th* 
rough provided he is susceptible 
to the ravages of th# plant will

cipation at the skin of his hands 
and wonder if that little blister 
will grow into a great eruption. 
Ivy dermatitis affects only sus­ 
ceptible individuals. 
Many at­ 
tempt* have been mad* to devise 
a serum which will produce im­ 
munity tither for prevention or 
treatment, but not with any con­ 
spicuous success. 
Other methods of prevention 
have been aimed at washing off 
the resin which the plant leaves 
on the tkin at th* earliest pos­ 
sible moment. The offending sub­ 
stance is very sticky and tena­ 
cious, so much so that ordinary 
soap and water will not remove it. 


Kffiraeity of Chemical* 
Evperiments have been made 
to determine how effective th# 
chemicals often employed to re­ 
move th# resin from th# skin are. 
The experiments wert conducted 
in th# following manner. 
Fresh green leaves of the poi­ 
son ivy plant were gathered by a 
person not sensitive to th# plant. 
A portion of th* leaf was bruised 
by rolling it between the thumb 
and each finger depositing as 
near as possible an aqua! amount 
of oleoresin on each finger. Then 
a volunteer who was known to 
be sensitive to poison ivy allowed 
his skin to be lightly stroked by 
a finger on which the oleoresin 
had been deposited. 
No visible 
stain or moisture could be seen 
on th* skin of th* stroked area 
but in spit# of this, if left alone 
on the skin of a sensitive person 
a typical poison ivy dermatitis 
resulted going through th# stages 
from redness and inflammation 
to blister formation. 
The first preventive used was 
laundry soap and running watar. 


In different experiments the con­ 
taminated skin was washed at 
intervals varying at one, five, ten, 
fifteen, thirty minutes, an hour 
and two houri after being touched. 
The results varied with the de­ 
gree of sensitiveness of the vol­ 
unteer. Those who were used to 
having mild attacks were com­ 
pletely prevented from reaction 
provided the washing was dona 
within one minute. 
But if as 
much as five minutes elapsed the 
eruption was just as severe a* if 
no washing had been done. In a 
highly sensitive subject no pre­ 
vention of eruption was accom­ 
plished no matter how soon or 
how vigorous the washing. 
In all of these experiments the 
volunteer was stroked on both 
arms. Only on# arm w*% ex p.*-cd 
to washing or chemical applica­ 
tions. The other arm was left as 
a control. 


Chloride of Iron 
Chloride of iron has been used 
as a preventive application, but 
in these experiments a IO per cent 
solution of ferric chloride applied 
to th# site of contamination at 
varying intervals did not prevent 
the subsequent eruption or dimin­ 
ish it* severity. An ointment of 
ferric chloride, calamine (10%), 
zinc oxide <10*%) and talcum ap­ 
plied to the skin before the con­ 
tamination was made resulted in 
reduced severity of the eruption. 
Potassium permanganate 10% 
aqueous so] ut ion applied in the 
same way did. prevent th# erup­ 
tion in most instances and reduced 
Its severity in nearly all. even if 
applied as long after exposure as 
five or ten minutes. This seem* 
to be th* best preparation for this 
kind of prevention. But in highly 
sensitive individuals even it fails. 
Sodium perborate did not pro- 
vent the eruption and white pe­ 
trolatum made it worse due to th# 
solubility of th# ivy oleoresin in 
oily mediums.

SINCE PUMPKINS are not an 
overly im portant vegetable they 
should not be included in the small 
Victory garden unless they can 
serve two purposes, such aa pro­ 
ducing fruit for pies, and at the 
same time serve as a screening 
planting. With their rapid growth 
of enormous leaves, their large 
flowers and fruits, pumpkins can 
be used to advantage growing 
along and partly over unsightly 
fence#, walla or stone piles. A few 
hills will supply ample pumpkins 
for 
the 
average 
family 
with 
enough of the big fruits left over 
to supply the children with Jack- 
O-Lanterns at Halloween time. 
Still another method af suae# 


saving in the small Victory gar­ 
den is to grow pumpkins in the 
com patch, as illustrated in the 
accompanying Garden-Graph. 
Pumpkins are usually planted 
in hills, four to six seed# in each 
hill. Later, but before the plants 
begin to vine, they are thinned 
out to two or three plant#. 
If extra large pumpkins are do- 
aired place a shovelful of manure 
in the bottom of each hill, as il­ 
lustrated. 
When 
pumpkins are 
grown for extra size the foliage 
should be pinched back to throw 
as much of the plant’s energy as 
possible into producing large size 
fruit# instead of an abundance of 
leave*

With advanced players, if you 
hold four it will generally be bet­ 
ter to lead the fourth-best unless 
you have the ace, which is pre­ 
ferred. or touching honors, when 
you lead the standard card from 
the touchers 
There are times when it is well 
to lead an ace against a suit con­ 
tract—if it is in a long suit of Ava 
cards or more and you lear it may 
be ruffed if you do not score it at 
once, if it is a singleton and you 
hope to ruff the second round of 
th# suit, or if it is a doubleton 
and you hope to ruff the third 
round. When you hold an A-K 
alone, without any other cards of 
the suit, it is well to violate tha 
rule of leading the K and lead tha 
A first, followed by the K. With 
fine players, this means that you 
have no more and tells your part­ 
ner you wants to trump the next 
round of the suit. 
When you win the first trick 
with your lead and intend to re­ 
peat the suit. the standard prac­ 
tice is to lead next the lowest card 
of your sequence, so your partnar 
can tell how long it is. Thus, if 
you lead the K from A-K-Q-4. 
your next lead is the Q. not th# 
A. And from K-Q-J-3 
your K 
would be followed by the J, not 
the Q 
These same general principles, 
governing what card to lead from 
a suit of # certain composition, 
also apply to leads later in the 
play, except that your tactics 
may then be altered somewhat by 
the great information you have, 
from teeing the dummy and the 
early plays made by your partner 
and the declarer. 
Against a milt contract, th# 
opening leads are oft rn guided by 
the course of the entire bidding, 
even more so than in the case of 
a No Trump contract That sub­ 
ject will be the next in this series.

29—Leads at s Suit 
AGAINST a suit contract, the 
opening leader has h purpose 
which is different from that of his 
usual lead against a No Trump 
contract. Instead of trying to es­ 
tablish the little cards of his long 
suit—w’hich probably will only be 
trumped by the declarer or the 
dummy—he concentrates more on 
taking the maximum number of 
tricks with his side s high cards. 
Consequently he bases his choice 
of suit more on the top cards in 
it than on its length. 
This causes a player to classify 
his holdings under three main 
headings, which might be called 
positive, doubtful and negative, or 
desirable 
neutral and undesir­ 
able. The positive or desirable 
leads are those from suits— re­ 
gardless of their length—which 
are headed by solid combinations 
of honors, in sequence, and the 
negative or undesirable ones those 
which are headed by an honor or 
honors not in sequence. 
Thus, the lead of a K from 
A-K or K-Q-J or K-Q-10 is highly 
positive and desirable, whereas 
any lead w'ould be undesirable 
from K-9-4, Q-10-8, K-J or A-Q. 
because it might present the de­ 
clarer a trick and cost you one. 
In between fall the leads of a 
card from a suit which does not 
contain honors at Its top. When 
leading from such a suit, the logi­ 
cal caird is the fourth-best if the 
suit is of four cards or more, If it 
is of only two or three cards, the 
lea l is the top card.
